We  almost  missed  our  artist,  Sylvia  Lane,  winner  of 
the  Art  book  prize,  who  is  now  capturing  the  color 
of  the  parade  in  her  sketch  book. 

While  we  are  still  dazed  from  the  passing  of  the 
first  company,  a second  and  perhaps  larger  group  is 
fast  approaching  us.
